ORON YARDEN

TEL AVIV. — The body of eight- 
year-old Oron Yarden, kidnapped 
from near his home in Savyon on 
June 8, waa found yesterday on the 
southern outskirts of Netanya. And 
Israelis who had hoped against 
hope for more than three weeks 
broke down and cried. 

Police found the body at 8 p.m. 
near Beit Goldmints, an IDF rest 
.■home in the Azorim quarter of 
'southern Netanya. Experts from 
the criminal identifications depart- 
ment and the Institute for Forensic 
Medicine identified the body and 
determined that Oron had died on 
the morning of June 10 — at least 
half a day before his father Amos 
Yarden dropped off the ransom 
money as the kidnappers had 
demanded. 

NItzav Moshe Tiomkin, Tel Aviv 
district police chief, gave these 
details at a press conference at 11 
p-m. yesterday. He also said the 
police are convinced they have the 
kidnapper In custody, but he declin- 
ed to say who had Informed them 
where the body was hidden. 

Tiomkin spoke to reporters im- 
mediately after calling at the 
Yarden home at 13 Rehov 
Hashikma in Savyon to bring them 
the news. He said Pnina and Amos 
Yarden and Oron’s older brother 
and sister “took it bravely as well 
as could be expected. Their 
behaviour was exemplary 
throughout this horrible ordeal." 

The chief also said that the main 
suspect In the Yarden case — who 
has been In police custody since last

Friday — was -involved in another 
attempted kidnapping in Kfar 
Shm&ry&hu on April 20 this year. 

A crowd estimated at more than 
1,000 people had gathered in the 
Azorim quarter of Netanya by 9:15 
last night aa word started to spread 
that “the boy has been found — 
dead." 

Avraham Yahel of Netanya told 
The Jerusalem Post that a large 
area east of Beit Goldmlntz, near 
the Radln Yeshiva, had been roped 
off by police and search lights were 
illuminating the area In the centre 
of the barricades. 

A Border Police officer told 
Yahel, "Coroners are examining 
the body." 

Earlier yesterday a police source 


confirmed unofficially that the 
police had recovered most of the 
13200,000 paid In ransom on June 10 
and were holding the man they 
believed was the kidnapper. They 
arrested the suspect last Friday, 
shortly after he deposited 181,100 in 
marked banknotes In an account at 
the Bank Hapoalim branch on 
Rehov Herzl In Rehovot. Alert bank 
clerks called the police when they 
noticed that the XS50 notes the man 
hpH brought in carried the same 
serial numbers as the ransom 
money dropped off by Oron's father 
In Neveh Ne'em&n 30 horns after. 
Ills son had disappeared. 

A police source said the voice of 
the main suspect had been positive- 
ly Identified as that of the man who 
had phoned the Yarden family to 
demand the ransom — and to 
assure the parents that their son 
was safe and would be returned. 

The source said the suspect was 
married and the father bf two 
children, but had recently been liv- 
ing with another woman whose 
parents live in Neveh Ne’emau just * 
50 metres from the drop site.

Terrorists slain in big Israeli raid

Israeli forces launched the 
largest operation against terrorists 
in Lebanon in 17 months early 
yesterday morning, killing between 
10 to 20 members of the Iraqi- 
.-hacked. *v*b Liberation Front — r In 
‘the raid 25 km north of the border. 

There were no Israeli casualties 
in the attack on a large base just 
north of the Lltanl River, Chief of 
Staff Rafael Eitan said. 

The raid was carried out by 
paratroops and another unit. Five 
buildings were destroyed, three of 


them ammunition stores. The two 
others served as a barracks and 
training centre, he said. _ 

“We are certain," Eitan told 
military correspondents in Tel Aviv 
yesterday, "that there were no 
civilians In any of the buildings. In 
feet, we even cancelled' one target 
because we suspected that there 
could have teen non-combatants 
there." 

The raid was directed against a 
cluster of houses some 3 kms. from 
the Mediterranean coast and 8 kms. 
north of Tyre, near the K aas ml ya 
bridge on the Lltanl River. The 


area of operation was spread over 
half a kilometre and the men had to 
traverse extremely difficult terrain 
to reach their objective, the CoS 
said. 

Despite the wide operational 
radius and the large size of the at- 
tacking force. .Elian said that the 
element of surprise was total. 

"At the end, there was only a 10- 
minute discrepancy between the 
actual operation and the planning. 
The men’s performance was 
perfect," he said.

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Linowitz sees talks 
resuming in Cairo 


Courtroom axeman tries to kill defendant

WASHINGTON. — U.S. Special 
Middle East Ambassador SoJ 
Linowitz ' says that this week's 
preliminary effort to revive the 
Palestinian autonomy negotiations 
with the visiting Israeli and Egyp- 
tian chief negotiators could lead to 
a full-scale resumption of the talks 
around July 20 in Cairo. "But unless 
there's a feeling on both sides that 
they can get somewhere, there’s no 
reason to begin negotiating again." 
Linowitz said yesterday in an inter- 
view with "The Washington Star.” 
He meets tomorrow and Thurs- 
day with Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg and Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Kama! Hassan All. 

"We’ll know from a couple of 
days here together if they can 
resume promptly, if the 
groundwork has been laid to deal 
with the tough issues in the talks." 
Linowitz said. 

"If the coming meeting clears the 
way for resuming the talks." 
Linowitz said, "then we hope to be 
ready to resume talks around July 
20... probably In Cairo." 

He added: "1/ the. two sides are 
able to come together, there'll 
probably have to be some com- 
mittee work before the full 
negotiations start again." 

Burg and All, accompanied by 


their top aides, have agreed to an 
informal agenda for the talks ^ 
Linowitz. "We hope to have a free 
discussion among the three of us. 
Linowitz said. 

Linowitz denied that an agree- 
ment has already been reached to 
continue the negotiations. Egypt 
and Israel, he said, so far have only 
"an understanding of the need to 
talk out" their problems. 

Linowitz said he was encouraged 
by the attitude In both Jerusalem 
and Cairo. His deputy. James 
Leonard, has been continuing talks 
in the two capitals since Egypt 
suspended the negotiations last 
May 7. 

Aluf Avraham Tamir. a military 
aide on the Israeli negotiating 
team, has reportedly brought to 
Washington a map indicating the 
military deployment that Israel 
wants to keep in the West Bank ana 
Gaza during the proposed five-year 
transition period. 

The initial assessment here in 
Washington is that Israel’s re- 
quested deployments may be so ex- 
tensive that Egypt will probably 
reject them. 

In any case, officials here said, 
the map may not be officially 
presented by Israel this week. Such 
a formal presentation could await 
the resumption of the full scale 
talks. 


TEL AVIV (Itlm). — An 80-year-old 
British subject who had come to 

court here to fight a land dispute 
with his 78-year-old sister, pulled & 
long-handled axe and tried to kill 
his sister's son yesterday. But the 
warning shout of the judge caused 
the nephew to Jump sidewards, and 
he escaped with minor cuts. 

The old man. Shmuel Yohai of 
London, then pulled out a dagger 
and tried to slit his own throat, but 
he was stopped by courtroom spec- 
tators. He later managed to 
swallow a powdery substance he 
had brought with him in a small 
bottle. 

He was removed from the court- 
room by police and Magen David 
Adam personnel and taken to 
Ichilov Hospital, where he was said 
to be in critical condition last night. 

Yohai was in court to press for 
the return of a plot of land In 
Herzliya from his sister. Hanna 
Avraham of London, in whose name 
he had registered the land when It 
was purchased in 1948. Mrs. 
Avraham has reportedly declared 


that the land belongs to her brother. 
But her son Yohai Avraham, who 
lives in Israel, is opposed to giving 
up the plot. 

Tel Aviv District Court Judge 
Yusuf Haj Yihya ruled two years 
ago that the land belonged to 
Shmuel Yohai; but since Yohai had 
registered the land in his sister’s 
name to escape creditors (n Aden, 
the judge said he would not help the 
plaintiff recover title. 

Yohai ’a attorney. Slmha Eltan. 
took the case to the Supreme Court, 
where the justices ordered the 
lower court to re-examine why the 
land had been registered in Mrs. 
Avraham "s name. If the reason was 
legitimate, the Supreme Court said, 
the land should be returned to the 
plaintiff. 

Yesterday the family was back in 
Judge Ylhya's court, and Yohai 
Ayraham’s lawyer played a tape 
recording of a conversation 
between Yohai and his nephew. Ac- 
cording to the defendant’s attorney. 
Yeshayahu HIrsch. the plaintiff ad- 
mitted in the taped conversation 


that he had lied and suborned 
witnesses. 

Eltan objected to the tape being 
submitted as evidence, saying It 
had been recorded by a hidden 
device In a London pub, when Yohai 
was drunk. 

During the debate Yohai was sit- 
ting Jn the last row of benches In the 
courtroom, and his nephew was sit- ; 
ting directly in front of Mm. The oc- 
togenarian rose suddenly* pulled 
out an axe and swung It back over 
his head. But Judge Yihya yelled a 
warning, and Avraham moved out 
of the path of the axe. 

The shout from the normally soft- 
spoken Judge brought the entire 
courtroom to its feet, and nearby 
spectators then prevented Yohai 
from slitting Ms own throat with a 
short dagger. In the pandemonium 
no one saw Mm tshe the uniden- 
tified drug until it was too late. 

It was not clear last night how 
Yohai had managed to bring two 
deadly. weapons into the Tel Aviv 
courthouse.

The economic cabinet's discus- 
sion of budget cuts, scheduled for 
yesterday morning, was put off 
again — this time because of the 
absence of Chief of Staff Rafael 
Eitan. „ ' 

The chief of staff was engaged In 
monitoring the IDF raid into 
Lebanon and could not participate 
in the crucial discussion of the ad- 
ditional cut of IS200ra. from the 
defence budget. 

Instead, the economic cabinet 
dealt with guidelines for wage 
negotiations in the public sector, 
and new tax benefits for rental 
housing. 

The cabinet scheduled a meeting 
today to conclude the budget dis- 
cussions, but in view of Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin 's heart 
attack, it Is doubtful whether It will 
take place. 

Another decision taken by the 
economic cabinet yesterday — to 
raise the price of bread by 100 per 
cent, to ISi for a standard loaf and 
ISl.20 for white bread — will ap- 
parently also be shelved until 
Begin’s recovery. The prime 
minister has so far resisted any in- 
crease in the price of bread. 

In its guidelines for the public 
sector wage - negotiations, the- 
cabinet authorized the civil service 


Moreover, the tax brackets will be 
adjusted quarterly only while the 
wage agreement lasts. The govern- 
ment does not Intend to make this a 
permanent arrangement. 

Housing and Construction 
Minister David Levy tabled a 
proposal — over the strong objec- 
tion of the State Revenue Ad- 
ministration — to grant additional 
tax benefits for housing constructed 
for rental. During this discussion. 
Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz 
left the meeting because his sons.

El Salvador turmoil 
claims 38 more lives 

SAN SALVADOR (UPI). — The 
political violence rocking El 
Salvador claimed 38 dead in the last 
24 hours. Including seven youths 
whose tortured bodies were found 
piled one on top of another in a city 
suburb, authorities said yesterday. 

Authorities said six men and one 
woman were killed elsewhere, each 
by a single shot through the head, 
then dumped in the poor San 
Salvador suburb of Mejicanos. 

All the victims were found with 
their thumbs tied behind them with 
nylon string, a practice of the 
National Guard, accused of most of 
the repression in the violence- 
wracked nation of 4.8 million.

It was also learned yesterday 
that police investigators had found 


a glove near the public telephone in 
Neveh Ne’eraan from which the 
kidnappers had called the Yarden 
family. They believe the kid- 
nappers used this glove to avoid 
leaving fingerprints on the phone. 

Police also found a writing pad 
and a black felt-tip pen near the call 
box, which were-apparently used by 
the kidnappers to leave notes for 
Amos Yarden with instructions for 
how and where to leave the ransom 
money. 

The police complained officially 
yesterday that unnamed news 
media had “violated com- 
mitments" In regard to the kidnap- 
ping case. The spokesman said the 
police were considering bringing 
contempt of court charges against 
the media if they were found to 
have contravened the court order 
banning publication of details In the 
case.

An estimated 50,000 to 100.000 
Arab pupils are studying In rented 
'rooms converted Into school 
classrooms, but Education 
Ministry officials yesterday main- 
tain e'd that there was nothing 
wrong with such an arrangement. 

Education Minister Zevultm 
Hammer told an end-of-the-school- 
year press conference at 
Jerusalem's Beit Agron that his 
ministry hoped to "switch over” to 
large-scale rental “throughout the 
school system” rather than con- 
tinuously Invest In building schools. 

Ministry officials are currently 
discussing the possibility of hiring 
companies to build schools which 
would then rent them to the 
ministry and to local authorities. 

EHezer Shmuell, the ministry's 
director-general, pointed out that 
the ministry and local authorities 
currently rent some “4,000 rooms, 
mostly in the Arab sector,” with 
these facilities used by between 
one-fourth and one-half of the coun- 
try's 200,000 Arab pupils. 

A ministry official said that of 
this number “only 1,300 are used as 
actual classrooms in the Arab sec- 
tor.” Others are used as offices, 
laboratories and libraries. He said 
that Arab classrooms average 34 
pupils per class, but other ministry 


sources place the figure at around 
40. 

Hammer also rejected the idea 
that an Arab university be es- 
tablished in Galilee or in East 
Jerusalem. He said Israel “has 
enough universities, to meet its 
needs in the 1980s." 

In reaction to Prime Minister 
Menahem Begln'a recent call for 
legislation to make possible the ex- 
pulsion from universities of Arabs 
supporting the PLO, Hammer said 
that “this 'Isn't a question of the un- 
iversities hut for the country as a 
whole. The question is whether any 
citizen can openly support the PLO, 
an organization which desires the 
destruction of Israel, and at the 
same time enjoy the benefits con- 
ferred by Israeli citizenship." 

Personally, said Hammer, he 
didn't think anyone supporting the 
PLO should enjoy such benefits, but 
“the matter was one for jurists.” 

Hammer described the school 
year ending yesterday as “a fruit- 
ful one for education, despite 
teachers’ sanctions earlier in the 
year, despite constant budget cuts, 
and despite the mood of Israeli 
society, which Inevitably affected 
the education system.” 

Almost a million elementary- 
school pupils received their report 
cards yesterday and began their 
two-month summer vacation.

Bank official guilty 
of IS30,000 fraud

Weather ruins avocado crop — $30m. loss

TEL AVIV. — The avocado crop — 
one of Israel’s main agricultural 
exports — has been devastated by 
extreme weather conditions. 

Out of a projected 25,000 tons of 
avocados during the 1980/81 export 
season, it is now estimated that 
only 8.000 to 10,000 tone will be 
shipped — a loss of about $30m. In 
sales. 

The shortage will also affect the 
local market, where the prices are 


likely to akyrocket during the 
season next winter. 

The avocado, which to a sub- 
tropical fruit, suffered from the 
severe changes in weather during 
the exceptionally cold winter and 
the sharavs of this spring, which 
killed off most of the budding fruit. 

The weather also adversely 
affected the honey bees that 
pollinate the avocado flowers. 

Agrexco may have to let off some 
workers because of the drop in ex- 
ports. Avocados make up most of 


Agrexco’s fruit exports. Agrexco 
had already trimmed its manpower 
by 10 per cent, in efficiency steps 
not connected with the present •:

45-minute surgery 


CAIRO. — The deposed shah ot Iran 
was in Intensive care yesterday 
after undergoing an operation to 
remove a fluid build-up in his lungs 
that was caused by a bout with 
pneumonia, a doctor on his 
operating team said. 

Dr. Abdel Kader Osman, head of 
the cardiology department at 
Maadi Military Hospital, said that 
he and two other surgeons operated 
on the shah for 40 minutes yester- 
day. 

"He is a tough guy and he will 
pull through very well," Osman 
said. He disclosed ' that the ex- 
m on arch Mohammed Reza Pahlavi 
continued to run a slight fever of 
37.5 degrees, and would Ukely re- 
main. In the hospital for "a few 
days." 

Osman said that water and pus 
had built up under the shah's 
diaphragm and a tube had been in- 
serted through an incision in his ab- 
domen to drain the fluid. 

Three doctors performed the 
operation while others assisted. 
Osman declined to name the other 
physicians, but they were known to 


include French and American 
specialists. 

A source close to the shah's fami- 
ly said he had been Informed the 
former monarch would return to 
Knbbeh Palace — where he had 
been living In exile at the invitation 
of President Anwar Sadat — in a 
few days. 

In Iran, the purge of alleged sup- 
porters of the shah continued 
yesterday, with the state radio 
reporting the dismissal of more 
than 500 government employees. 

In the Ministry at Roads and its 
related organisations, 325 people 
lost their Jobs, and a further 162 
were dismissed in the Oil Ministry, 
where 485 employees were sacked 
on Sunday, 

President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr, 
replying on Sunday to Ayatollah 
Khomeini’s call for the removal of 
all vestiges of the old regime from 
government, said about 4 ,000 peo- 
ple had already been sacked from 
ministries other than those of 
foreign affairs, agriculture, educa- 
tion and justice.

Kuwait hikes oil, OPEC to follow 


BEIRUT lUPI). — Kuwait boosted 
its oil price by 02 per barrel yester- 
day and most other OPEC 
producers are expected to follow 
suit in a worldwide increase of 
crude oil rates. 

Oil industry sources said the ma- 
jority of the 18 Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
will hike their prices by between 28 
cents and $2 per barrel this week, in 
line with decisions taken at their re- 
cent price talks in Algiers. 

The expected price increases 
should cost American consumers 
close to 2 cents per gallon on their 
purchases of petrol and home 
heating oil — and even more if 
Saudi Arabia, provider of 23 per 
cent of U.S. crude Imports, joins in 
the movement to higher prices. 


A spokesman for Kuwait’s oil 
ministry said his country was hik- 
ing its rates from 529.50 to $31.50 
effective July 1, "In accordance 
with the resolutions adopted by the 
OPEC oil ministers earlier this 
month." 

Kuwait pumps 1.5 million barrels 
per day, most of which goes to 
Europe and the Far East. 


AIRBUS. — Kuwait Airways 
ordered six twin-engined Airbus 
A/310-200 passenger Jets, the first to 
be delivered to the Middle East, the 
Deutsche Airbus GMBH said in 
Munich yesterday. The planes are 
to replace Boeing 707s currently 
flown by Kuwait Airways on Arab 
routes, to Europe and the Far East.

Her father-in-law, the 
late Jack Raphael, had been a 
pioneer Zionist in Western 
Canada. "My parents gave me a 



sense of Jewish consciousness and 
obligation," she says, "but my 
fatber-ln-law made me a Zionist." 

She points out that while Van- 
couver has a Jewish population of 
some 12,000 only, it raises more 
than 92.2 million for Israel annual- 
ly through the U.I.A. This is 
because in Vancouver it is the in- 
dividual donor who decides how 
much of his dollar he wants to re- 
main in the community for local 
Jewish needs and what portion is 
to go to Zsrael. "It Is our ex- 
perience that when the donor 
rather than an allocations com- 
mittee divides up the campaign

dollar, Israel does much better," 
she explains. 

In 1978, after heading the 
Women's Division Campaign in 
Vancouver, Mrs. Raphael became 
National Co-Chairman of the 
Canadian U.I.A. Women's Divi- 
sion which brings in more than 
SS million annually. She travels 
extensively throughout Canada on 
behalf of the U.I.A. campaign. 
"My husband and my children 
don’t resent my being away from 
home and are totally supportive of 
my efforts on behalf of Israel," 
she relates. "I am prepared to fly 
anywhere to give whatever sup- 
port I can in making campaigns 
successful. Creating a tangible 
partnership between the Jews of 
Israel and the Jews of the world is 
the essence of our work.”

France’s Debre 
to seek presidency 

AMBOISE, France (UFI). — 
Michel Debre, former prime 
minister under president Charles 
de Gaulle, announced yesterday he 
would run for president in the 1981 
French elections. 

Debre. 68, made the announce- 
ment In the Loire Valley village of 
Araboise. where he has served as 
mayor since 1956. 

"The constant degradation of 
public affairs led me to the decision 
to undertake an information cam- 
paign on tbe public measures need- 
ed to straighten out France and the 
French," Debre said in making the 
announcement. 

Debre served as prime minister 
from 1959-1962. 

Latest opinion polls in France 
show Debre Is supported by only 
about 5-6 per cent of French voters, 
while President Valery GIseard 
d'Estaing leads all other 
challengers with about 65 per cent 
of the vote. 

Debre is one of the leading 
members of the Gaullist Party, a 
part of Giscard's ruling centre- 
right coalition. 

GI holds hostages 
in bank robbery 

WUERZBURG, West Germany 
(UP II. — A GI gunman took two 
Americans hostage in a banft on a 
U.S. Army base yesterday’, drawing 
military, sharp shooters into a stan- 
doff and demanding more than 
Jim. ransom for surgery on a 
friend. 

The gunman burst Into the 
American Express office at 
Leighton barracks, headquarters of 
the 3rd Infantry Division, five 
minutes after it opened at 8 a.m., 
Army spokesmen said. 

Military authorities identified the 
gunman as Sgt, Willie Plitt, and 
said he was holding another 
sergeant and a U.S. civilian 
employee of the American Express 
office at gunpoint with a 9-nun 
pistol. 

An army spokesman said Plitt 
had also demanded a getaway car 
with a driver, and an airplane to fly 
him out of the country. 

A West German anti-terrorist 
unit clamped a ring of security 
along a wide perimetre around the 
bank building, while U.S. military 
sharpshooters took up positions 
around the bank and on its roof, 
reporters on the scene said. 

A Wuerzburg police spokesman 
said Plitt wanted J1.4m. ransom to 
pay for surgery on an American In- 
dian friend. Wuerzburg police said 
the hostage taker set several 
deadlines but let them expire. 

In an air piracy attempt in Argen- 
tina, an armed man hijacked an 
Aerolineas Argentines jet yester- 
day during a flight from the resort 
city of Mar del Plata, held 16 per- 
sons hostage after landing here and 
demanded 5100,000 in cash, police 
said. 

Tbe hijacker, who claimed to be a 
Feronist, let 45 passengers leave 
the Boeing 737 jet at Buenos Aires 
municipal airport, then gave the 
state-owned airline 90 minutes to 
meet his money demand, refuel the 
plane and fly him to Mexico. 

Air Force police and 
sharpshooters surrounded the air- 
craft, and tbe airport, on the hanks 
of the Plata River, was closed to 
traffic. 


Leftist leads 
Bolivian poll 

LA PAZ (AP). — Former president 
Hera an Slles Zuazo, a leftist who 
spent years In political exile, head- 
ed for a popular vote victory yester- 
day in Bolivia’s presidential elec- 
tion but faced a tough run-off in con- 
gress. 

With about 28 per cent of an ex- 
pected 2 million returns counted 
from Sunday's election, Sties, 88, 
led the field of 13 candidates with 
188,459 votes. 

Unofficial returns also put con- 
servative former president Hugo 
Panzer Suarez, 54, in second place 
with 112,038 votes, followed by cen- 
trist former president Victor Pax 
Estenssoro, 72, with 90.532 votes. 


Pope in Brazil 
on 12-day visit 

BRASILIA. — Pope John Paul n 
arrived yesterday in Brazil, the 
world's biggest Roman Catholic 
country, for a 12-day pilgrimage 
which clergymen here regarded os 
highly significant, both religiously 
rnd politically. 

The Pope, on his seventh and 
most extensive foreign trip, 
descended from an Alitalia flight 
direct from the Vatican on a bright, 
windy day. He knelt and kissed the 
ground at Brasilia's military air 
base. 

The Pope will travel some 15.000 
km. and visit 13 cities in this nation 
of 123 million people. 

President Joao Flgueiredo led the 
welcoming party of the country’s 
top military, religious and civilian 
political leaders as an air force 
band played the Vatican and 
Brazilian national anthems, amid a 
welcoming salvo of cannon 
Then, cap in hand, the 
slowly In review past awaiting 
Brazilian troops. (AP. UPI) 


‘Milestone for equal rights/ 
says Iceland’s female leader 


REYKJAVIK (UPI). — Iceland 
yesterday elected Vtgdis Finn- 
bogedottlr president, the first 
democratically elected female 
head of state in Europe. 

The 50-year-old director of the 
Reykjavik theatre won the nation’s 
fourth presidential election since 
Independence from Denmark in 
1944 with 33.6 per cent of tbe pop- 
ular vote. 

"This ts a milestone for equal 
rights for men and women, not only 
here in Iceland, but all over the 
world." Finnbogadottir said after 
the results were announced. 

Her closest rival In the Sunday 
voting. Gudl&ugur Thorvaldsaoo, 
took 32.2 per cent of the 229,389 
votes cast. Thorvaldsson la a state 


mediator and former bead at 
Iceland University. 

Fbxnbogadottir. a leftist can- 
didate and a favourite of some 
radical groups, was most noted for 
her opposition to the American air* 
base at KeOavfk. 

But it was unlikely that as presi- 
dent. a largely ceremonial office, 
she would have any substantial im- 
pact on Icelandic policy regarding 
the base. 

The presidential campaign wss 
novel in that a record number at 
candidates participated, and f ortho 
first time since independence the 
outcome was not predetermined. 

Finnbogadottir is unmarried and 
lives alone with her . 8- year-old 
adopted daughter. 




Angola wants 
Cuban troops 
more than U.S. aid 

FREETOWN, Sierra Leone (UPI). 
— Angola's Marxist regime said 
yesterday it would never bow to 
demands it dispense with Cuban 
troops as a condition for receiving 
American aid. 

Angolan Foreign Minister Paulo 
Jorge also told a news conference 
that no progress at all has been 
achieved toward reaching a 
negotiated settlement on South 
West Africa (Namibia) because of 
South African intransigence. 

The U.S. has refused to offer 
assistance to Angola because of the 
presence of nearZy 17,000 Cuban 
troops In the country who arrlvedln 
1975 to help the Marxist faction 
defeat two Western-oriented rivals 
in a civil war. The Carter ad- 
ministration has made a condition 
of diplomatic recognition of the 
Luanda regime the removal of the 
Cubans. 

"To all those who make it a condi- 
tion of aid that we should do away 
with the Cubans, we say keep your 
help.” Jorge said. “We will never 
accept help under those con- 
ditions," he said. 

JDL and Iranians 
scuffle in LA 

LOS ANGELES (AP). — Three 
Iranians were arrested on Sunday 
after a scuffle between 1,000 pro- 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
demonstrators and anti-Khomeini 
protesters, including members of 
the Jewish Defence League. 

Demonstrators gathered In front 
of the U.S. federal building in 
Westwood were dispersed after a 
brief scuttle, and three Khomeini 
supporters were arrested for dis- 
turbing the peace. 

The three men had circumvented 
the police line on the lawn of tbe 
federal building and began tearing 
down anti-Khomeini posters. The 
confrontation threatened to ex- 
plode, and police declared the 
gathering an unlawful assembly 
and ordered participants to leave. 

Some 150 members of the Move- 
ment for the Independence of Iran 
and the JDL had gathered on the 
steps of the federal building at 
about 2 p.m. to protest Khomeini's 
regime. The JDL had joined to 
protest the Iranian government’s 
execution of Jews. 


MSS I Afghanistan seeks talks 
with Iran and Pakistan 


NEW DELHI. — Afghanistan has 
offered to hold peace talks with 
Pakistan and Iran without precon- 
ditions to settle tension in the 
region, official Radio Kabul said. 

The Soviet-controlled radio 
broadcast Sunday night also said 
'the assistance of the Soviet 
Union's limited contingent of forces 
to the Afghan government to 
repulse the foreign undeclared war 
was a just and legal action.” 

Radio Kabul sold a declaration 
was issued at the end of the Afro- 
Aslan People solidarity meeting 
held in the Afghan capital. 

“The offer of political talks 
without prior preconditions with the 
neighbouring countries of Pakistan 
and Iran by the D.R-A. 
(Democratic Republic of 
Afghanistan) for solving the 
region's problems was supported 
by APL delegates.” the radio 
report said. 

The announcement came three 
days after a special committee 


comprised of Pakistan, Iran and an 
Islamic Conference official asked 
Soviet permission at the UN to have 
a political dialogue with the 
Kremlin-lnktalled Afghan govern- 
ment. - 

In London, an Afghan rebel 
leader yesiordar appealed for 
Western arnufto fight Soviet troops 
in his country, saying Islamic 
resistance to ae Soviet Interven- 
tion would became very weak 
without such help. 

He said the rebels were now In a 
favourable military position, but 
added: "In winter the supply roads 
are ’dosed by snow and without 
fresh supplies we will became very 
weak.” 

Sayed Ahamad Gallant chair- 
man of the National Islamic Front 
of Afghanistan, a leading 
resistance movement, was speak- 
ing at a news conference following 
talks at the British Foreign Office.

•The Times” that Britain's . 
national newspapers were heading 
for suicide, "The Observer” itself 


declined to give any information 
about its problems. 

But union sources said that, as 
far as they knew, tbe newspaper’s 
owner — the American aO corpora- 
tion Atlantic Richfield — was stick- 
ing to an ultimatum that it would 
abandon the newspaper if agree- 
ment were not reached by today. 
This would force "The Observer,* 
founded in 1791. to find a new owner 
or face closure.

The sausage factory, which was closed 
during the years of groat austerity, only 
reopened in 1957. While some members still 
remembered how to make sausages, 
others were sent to Chicago for further train- 
ing. Thus, if the franks have a special taste, 
ft is that of the Mid-Western American meat 
centre. 

The other taste factor is determined by the . 
members of the kibbutz. “We keep on trying 
out new products,’' Ne'e man noted, "and we 
have 600 guinea pigs a day to try them out 
on.” Tlrat Tzvi also sells to other kibbutzim, 
including non-religious ones, and it was the 
members of one such cooperative who told 
them that their smoked turkey roll had an 
amaring resemblance to a similar-looking 
pork product. 

Among their best products is one almost 
unknown in the American-Jewish deli 
counter, dried salami. Before it is sold, the 
whole salami is actually hung to dry in 
specially cooled rooms, with constantly cir- 
culating dry air. Even the salami that is slic- 
ed and vacuum packed. Is first dried for a 
few days. 

They take a special pride in the Cognac 
Salami, an item, which they assured me, 

. really has brandy as part of the recipe. But 
for the casual onlooker, interest Is focused on 
the frankfurter machine, popping out the 
links into a plastic casing at a steady rate. 
Later the casing is removed and the franks 
are vacuum packed. 

Before I left the kibbutz, Ne’eman gave me 
a few ‘ ‘American- style” franks to try and a 
few days later I cooked them over the coals 
out in the open, courtesy of the Keren 
Kayemet Leyisrael, in a forest picnic area. 
The builder of the fireplace obviously knew 
his business and set up the fireplace facing 
an automatic draught from the west. Within 
a half hour the wood had burned down to 
coals and we laid the hot dogs on the wire 
grating. About 10 minutes was all they 
needed. 

The frankfurters were very good, although' 
we felt that they could have used a bit more 
garlic. Evidently the kosher meat producers 
of Chicago from whom Tlrat Tzvi acquired 
its knowhow, are a little more restrained 
than their New York counterparts.

For the adults, warm beer Just 
doesn't make it. One of the reasons 
for the big chest Is to keep the beer 
cool. Better yet. though. Is a bottle 
of rose wine, either kept chilled In.

The best cookies for an 
American-style picnic are called 
“toll house,” and you can't buy 
them here, or in the U.S. for that 
matter, because they're home 
made. The purist insists on using 
NeatlC brand chocolate chips, not 
'sold* In Israel. If you can have a 
friend bring some from America, 
don't pass up the chance (Nestle is 
specified by brand first, because 
unlike many other brands they are 
pax-eve, and the recipe for the 
cookies is theirs — the name 
"Original Toll House" is a 
registered trade mark of the com- 
pany, and the recipe is printed on 
the back of every bag of their 
chips.) 

Of course in a pinch one could 
chop up some pareve bittersweet 
chocolate into pieces one quarter 
the size of a fairly small olive. 
About 350 grams of chocolate will 
yield roughly two cups of chips — 
enough for 100 cookies about 5 cm In 
diametre. For less “deluxe" (and 
less expensive) cookies, reduce the 
amount of chocolate. 

The NestIC people make their 
cookies this way: 

While the oven is preheating to 
about 190° combine 214 cups of un- 
sifted flour, a teaspoon of soda, and 
a teaspoon of salt In a small bowl. 
In a large bowl combine a cup (200 
grams) of softened butter or 
margarine. % cup each of white 
and brown sugar, and a teaspoon of 
vanilla. Beat until creamy, and 
then beat in two eggs. Gradually 
add the flour mixture, miring well. 
Finally, stir in the two cups of 
chocolate chips and a cup of 
chopped nuts (almost any kind but 
peanuts, but be sure they're un- 
salted).

ISRAEL trails behind most other 
countries in the annual consump- 
tion of beer. Whereas Germans 
tend to drink between 170-180 litres 
of beer per person per annum, 
Belgium and Czechoslovakia slight- 
ly less, and U.S. 80, Israelis Imbibe 
only 17 litres per head. 

These figures were given by Dan 
Blbro, deputy director general of 
the National Brewery LtdL, at a 
press luncheon at the Tel Aviv 
Hilton designed to promote his com- 
pany's products by way of a Beer 
Carnival and a weekly Beer-B-Q on 
the terrace of the Tel Aviv Hilton. 

According to Blbro, Israelis are 
developing a greater liking tor 
beer, and sales are Increasing all 
the time. 

Beer is more than just a 
refreshing beverage, as those who 
attended the luncheon, soon dis- 
covered. 

Gill Gamlieli, one of Tel Aviv’s 
top-notch hair stylists, put on a coif- 
fure demonstration and sprayed the 
models' hair with beer — this as 
distinct from beer shampoo, more 
popular abroad than in Israel. _ 
Beer, he explained, Li very good for ■ 
the hair, because of Its Mgh mineral 
and protein content. 

For those who may be reluctant 
to try it for fear of smelling like a 
walking brewery, there’s no need to 
worry: the odour doesn't linger. 

Hilton Chef Ze'ev Keren shared 
some of the recipes for the mul- 
titude of beer-oriented foods being 
served at the Beer-B-Q. All foods 
which can be cooked ‘with wine, he 
said, can also be prepared with 
beer. This is a new concept for 
Israeli gourmets, but Keren was 
convinced that by the end of the 
summer many people will be em- 
barking on beer-based culinary ex- 
periments in their own kitchens. 


"Beer gives food an interesting 
favour," he said. To prove his point, 

1 he Invited those present to sample a 
t vast array of delicacies, all of 
which incorporated beer. Canapes, 
soup. Huh , poultry, meat and even 
desserts had received the beer 
treatment 

The menu included citrus and 
beer sauce, tomato and beer sauce, 
carrot and beer sauce, onion and 
beer soup, flsh fingers In beer 
batter, flsh chowder in beer sauce, 
veal braJn croquettes in beer 
batter, chicken legs in beer batter,, 
veal in beer sauce, roast duck. In 
beer sauce, shoulder steak In beer 
sauce, profiterole made with beer, 
saver! ns with beer instead of rum 
and fruits stewed in beer. Of 
course, to wash It all down, there 
was a liberal supply of Ice-cold beer 
served in huge beer mugs. 

Before anyone gets all steamed 
up about this new style of eating, it 
would be prudent to mention that 
no-one got tipsy or any merrier 
than usual, despite the fact that 
many of tbose present Indulged In 
second helpings. The only after- 
affect in the case of yours truly, 
was a tingling sensation in the taste 
buds for several hours later. 

X must admit that I prefer veal, 
for instance, cooked in wine, but 
several others at my table were 
rapturous about the veal in beer. On 
the other hand, I thought that the 
brain croquettes were absolutely 
delicious, but some of my fellow 
diners would not even try them, due 
to anti-offal prejudices. The most 
popular items were the canap6* 
and the saverins. 

- In the orgy of eating, the main 
purpose of the luncheon, namely 
the Beer Carnival, was almost 
forgotten. 

Planned as a family attraction,-' 
the Beer Carnival will be held at Tel. 
Aviv's Luna Park on July 5, 8 and 7, 
i.e. from Saturday through Mon- 
day. Entry to the carnival will be 
free, and beer will be sold at IL2Q 
per can, which Is a little more than 
supermarket prices, but much less 
than what is usually charged in 
coffee houses, restaurants or bars;' 
There'll also be entertainment, in- 1 
eluding live performances, a dis- 
cotheque and video films of the - 
world's major pop and rock groups.. 

A similar carnival was held some 
months ago In Eilat. A one-day af- 
fair, it was Initially organized as a. 
pleasant diversion for the tourist 
population, but attracted some 12 .'-" 
000 locals. The response was suf- 
ficiently favourable to give the 
National Brewery the Incentive tb 
promote ongoing events of this kind, 
in other parts of the country. “If we ' 
make our money from the general' 
public," said Dan Blbro, "we ought 
to do something for the public In 
return." The carnivals are a 
goodwill gesture on the part of the 
National Brewery. While the Luna 
Park venture is costing the com-- 
pany something in the nature of 
IL2m. it is certainly not money go- 
ing down the drain — 80,000 cans of 
beer will be on sale at the opening, 
a nd if that happens to be the daily 
sales 1 volume. saleswIlF total XLfim. 
during the carnival period. Thus 
the goodwill investment will cer- 
tainly pay dividends and the 
National Brewery, which has a 
monopoly on beer production in this 
country, will have every reason to 
say "Cheers."

A sound iocal partner is part of recipe for success 

S. African launches $lm. investment

Last Sunday a partnership agree- 
ment was 'signed 'In Jerusalem, in 
the presence ot Industry Minister 
Gideon Patt. fay Dan Tolkowaky, 
managing-director of the Discount 
Bank Divestment Company (DB1C) 
and Mendel Kaplan, one of South 
Africa's most eminent Jewish in- 
dustrialists. 

The two groups became joint 
owners of a new concern called 
DBIC International. Initial share 
capital: ilm., subscribed in equal 
portions by the two sides — without 
the assistance of any government 
loan. 

The entry of the Kaplan family 
into the Israeli business scene Is not 
new. Twenty years ago two young 
students at Columbia University In 
the U.S. got acquainted. One waa 
Gideon E hr hard, an Israeli who 
. later became a senior manager in 
DBIC. The other was Mendel 
Kaplan's brother,- Robert. 

Ten years passed, and Gideon 
suddenly contacted Robert with a 
business proposition. "’Invest In 
Israel? Never — that was our reac- 
tion, ** Mendel recalls. But he was 
reckoning without his mother, a 
redoubtable small woman to all ac- 
counts. "We have waited 2,000 
years for his opportunity, and now 


you turn it down?” 

Thus was created a company 
called Yehuda Welded Mesh, in 
partnership with DBIC. "One in 
every four or five dwellings in 
Israel is a prefab," Mendel ex- 
plains. "and each prefab contains a 
ton of welded mesh" (steel mesh 
for reinforcing concrete). 

The business succeeded. *‘My 
mother was right and I was 
wrong,” he declares happily. The 
ground was laid for the present 
new, potentially bigger venture. Gi- 
deon Erhard is, needless to say. Its 
managing director. 

BENNO GITTER, VICE-PRE- 
SIDENT of DBIC and a hoard 
member of the joint undertaking, 
takes up the story. "The difference 
from DBIC? Well, DBIC Invests for 
keeps. 

“DBIC International will he more 
like a merchant bank. It will buy 
shares in industrial and other enter- 
prises that need to be developed. 
After making Its contribution to set- 
ting them on the right path. It may 
sell those shares to another in- 
vestor, or float them on the stock 
exchange — or of course keep them, 
if it prefers. All options are open.” 

We turn to 44-year-old Mendel 
Kaplan, who is young-looking and 
aeexrys surprisingly carefree, con- 


sidering he Is a very large steel 
manufacturer (“the word ‘tycoon 
may be used." Gltter stage- 
whispers humorously). Is It not 
risky to invest In Israel? 

"Not If you make the right com- 
mercial decisions. Should the 
business side of your thinking be 
tinged with Zionist sentimentality, 
you will fall on your face, as you 
would under such circumstances In 
any country. 

“You must give your investment 
the attention It needs — and more 
nurturing Is required In a small 
economy with Its own par- 
ticularities, like Israel, than (say) 
in a large English-speaking coun- 
try, where the rules of the game are 
familiar. 

“Finally, you must have a sound 
local partner, who knows the 
scene." With DBIC as an associate, 
whose total assets last year were 
close to ZLZOb. and whose vast 
technical resources are available to 
the new firm as a back-up. It will be 
hard to go wrong. 

MENDEL MAS ANOTHER motive 
to explain his Initiative. "Israel and 
the Diaspora are running on two 
parallel lines. I believe we must 
deflect these lines to make them 
meet."

at several levels. First, culturally: 
they have created the City of David 
Archaeological Society. "We have 
600 volunteers from overseas, 
working on this dig In Jerusalem, 
having a real contact with Israel." 

Second, perpetuating the 
memory of persons held dear: the 
Old Yishuv Court Museum In the 
Jewish Quarter ot the Old City Is 
dedicated to Mendel's and Robert’s 
father, the late Isaac Kaplan. 

Third, in sports: the Kaplans are 
building a squash centre in 
Herzllya. 

Finally, In economics: they own 
several plants in Israel, based on 
the processing of raw materials 


supplied by the parent company, 
with the end-product exported to 
North America and elsewhere. 

Kaplan sees DBIC International 
as a catalyst. "We would like to be 
marriage-brokers, rooting cut in- 
vestors who want a placement In 
Israel, searching for needs in Israel 
that we could help supply, 
proriding management and other 
services to worthwhile projects that 
require grooming." 

Mendel is National Chairman of 
the Israel United Appeal In South 
Africa, and International Cash 
Chairman of Keren Hayeaod. He 
commutes across the African conti- 
nent. spending two or three months 
a year in Israel. 


Atlantic Fisheries triples turnover 


HAIFA. — Atlantic Fisheries last 
year had a turnover of about 
• IL300xn„ three times the 1978 
figure, general manager Avigdor 
Froyekt said last week. The com- 
pany, now 20 years old, engages In 
deep-sea fishing off the coasts of 
Greenland, Canada, the Canary 
Islands, West Africa, and in the 
North Sea and the South Atlantic. 

Catches totalled 100,000 tons and 
were marketed In Israel. "The up- 
to-date facilities on our vessels 
have Increased their efficiency by 
about 30 per cent. According to the 
Food and Agriculture Organization 
(FAO), a UN agency, Israel's deep- 
sea fishing fleet Is among the most 
efficient In the world," the com- 
pany states. . 

Atlantic' s vessels are fl oating 
fish-processing plants. In which fish 


are cleaned and deep-frozen to 
minus 49 degrees within four hours 
of being hoisted aboard In large 
nets. 

Froyekt said that profits in recent 
years were reinvested to modernize 
fishing and marketing facilities. 
This will enable the company to 
diversify its output, to meet the 
country's entire demand for sea 
fish during the next decade, and 
also to export to Europe and the 
U.S. 

A processing plant set up in the 
country would be able to offer 
products at lower prices than com- 
peting imports. Atlantic would then 
also make joint products with 
frozen food firms, such as S unfrost 
and Tapugan, to make fish more 
popular as a competitor to all types 
of meat, the general manager said. 


‘Sad fish story’ at the Kishon harbour

HAIFA. — The Ports Authority is 
now rescuing the fishermen's har- 
bour In the Kishon estuary from 
becoming totally silted up, after the 
Agriculture Ministry has failed for 
years to do this job. 

The authority Is now negotiating 
with two dredging firms to remove 
the silt which has accumulated In 
the last decade and is blocking the 
entrance to the fishing wharves. 
The blockage Is so severe that only 
luck and the high tide enable 
vessels to leave and return without 
damage to their bottoms and 
propellers. 

Keeping the harbour navigable Is 
the responsibility of the Agriculture 
Ministry, under an agreement with

the Forts Authority. 

At the end of February heavy 
storms piled up so much sand and 
rocks at the entrance to the harbour 
that some of the trawlers became 
virtually locked in and others lock- 
ed out. One trawler sailing out on 
March 5 had its hull seriously 
damaged and sank off Athlit. 

Another vessel suffered serious 
underwater damage in an attempt 
to cross the silt barrier on June 15. 
"All appeals to the Agriculture 
Ministry to do something about the 
danger went unheeded." 
Fishermen's Union secretary 
It&znar Katz said recently. 

The Forts authority, faced with 
the Indifference of the Agriculture 
Ministry, (fisheries are one of its 
departments), has decided at last 


to take up the fishermen's cause. 
But on examination it was found 
that because of the neglect of many 
years a major dredging job would 
be necessary. The award of tbe 
dredging contract is now held up by 
the Finance Ministry ban on all new 
contractual obligations by govern- 
ment agencies. 

“On June 11 The Jerusalem Past 
published a report under the 
headline 'Sad fish story bi Sinai' (by 
Victor Perry), on how Egyptian 
maladministration Is mining the 
fishing grounds at Bardawfl,*' a 
fisherman commented. "You could 
write a very similar story about our 
maladministration here. Zn both in- 
stances a failure to dredge In time 
is the fault of the authorities con- 
cerned."

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Power and polls 


FOR BETTER or worse, in Mr. Begin’ s sickness and health — ■ 
although We fervently hope it will be in the premier's good 
health — the country is fated to be ruled for another fair spell by 
the Likud government. This Is what the Knesset decided yester- 
day by defeating, 60 to 54, the Shai faction's private bill to dis- 
solve parliament and to hold early elections. 

The result of the vote was fully anticipated, even by its own 
sponsors. For if the true purpose of democratic politics is to get 
re-elected, then there is no reason whatever for any of the par- 
ties that make up Mr. Be gin's coalition to rush to the polls 
rather than dig in its heels, if it only can, till November 1981. 

All the coalition parties and factions will be hurt by early elec 
dons, and most of them massively. 

Having gained power but three years ago for the first time in 
Israel's hlitozy, the Likud Itself will most likely be driven right 
back into the wilderness. The Democrats will be virtually wiped 
out. 

The only party that could afford to sink Mr. Be gin's ship with 
only slight damage to itself Is the NRF, which is why its leaders 
have not been entirely averse to considering early elections. But 
the NRP, too, is In no hurry: having engineered nearly all 
previous cabinet crises, it knows the importance of providing 
for its future under an alternative regime, before it takes the 
plunge itself. 

This leaves the decision with a handful of Knesset Members 
who have broken in exasperation with the coalition but have still 
not cast their lot with the opposition. But the re-election 
prospects of these parliamentary vagabonds are mostly so bad 
that tljey will offer themselves, at least for the moment, to the 
highest bidder. The Likud, it appears, outbid the Alignment. 

MK Am non Rubinstein's original mistake was in placing too 
much credence in the assurances given by these waver era that 
they were searching their consciences for an answer to the 
dilemma: to dissolve, or not to dissolve, the KneBset. That is 
why the Shai bill failed. 

Nevertheless the vote was not a mere' tempest in a teapot. On 
the contrary, it demonstrated the precipitous decline of the 
Likud coalition from the peak of its parliamentary support, 78 
Knesset' Members, back in October 1977, when the late DMC 
joined the cabinet, till yesterday. 

At the same time the result of the vote illustrated the enor- 
mous gap between the mood of the people and the opinion of 
parliament. This gap is the measure of the constitutional crisis 
in which the country now finds itself. * 

Unlike some other democracies, Israel has no system of 
checks and balances that might, as in the U.S., correct the im- 
balance created by a government grievously fallen out of favour 
with the people. It has no legislature with independent powers 
that is partly elected during the executive's mid-term ; it has no 
by-elections that, as in England, bring the country's mood to 
bear on parliament, even to the extent of changing its make-up; 
and it has no supreme court authorized to declare arbitrary ex- 
ecutive actions unconstitutional. 

What Israel does have today is an array of highly 
sophisticated polling organizations. It is their findings, which 
are rarely very far apart, that have provided the impetus for the 
mushrooming campaign, inside as well as outside the Knesset, 
for the government's resignation, and the holding of early elec- 
tions. 

Obviously, we cannot erect or bring down governments on the 
basis of polls. 

What the country must nevertheless ask itself is what price it 
will ultimately have to pay if the present coalition's term of of- 
fice — despite the widespread public disaffection — is to be ex- 
tended for another year — or even a year and a half, as it may 
well be if the coalition supporters in the Knesset have their way. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


IN OCTOBER. 1979, a pupil In 
Ten&fly, New Jersey, upset his 
classmates by drawing a number of 
swastikas on the blackboard. The 
school principal suspended him 
from school for three days. 

A meeting was then called by 
parents to discuss the incident, dur- 
ing which proposals were made at 
counteracting the students’ per- 
vasive ignorance about the Nazi 
era. A ghastly sight, however, 
awaited after the meeting: 
swastikas, scrawled In soap, 
covered the windshields of 20 of the 
parents' cars. 

Three young T enafly men later 
confessed to the crime before 
Municipal Judge Thomas Callahan 
and were charged with harass- 
ment. They faced penalties of up to 
$500 fines and six months in jail. 

Judge Callahan ordered the three 
men to write 500-word apologies to 
the Tenafly community. Then, 
when he found out that the three 
had never heard of Nuremberg or 
Krlstallnacht, he ordered thenr to 
read Jews, God and History by Max 
Diraont, The War Against the Jews 
by Lucy Davldowicz, and The Diary 
of a Young Girl by Anne Frank. He 
also ordered the men to return to 
the court in a month to answer 
questions about the Holocaust. 

Describing the swastika as an 
“emblem of Satan himself,'* the 46- 
year-old jurist recalled that he was 
a boy at the time of the Holocaust. 
"And while I am not Jewish," he 
said, "I had friends — Jewish and 
non- Jewish- who went over and 
fought and died before that sign..." 

The sentenced three men, all of 
whom worked in automotive jobs.

The Post’s YOSEF GOELL criticizes the Glass Com- 
mittee’s recommendation that the Black Hebrews be 
allowed to remain in Israel. 




THE BLACK HEBREWS, under 
the leadership of a self-proclaimed 
messfah. Ben Ami Carter, Is one of 
a myriad of revivalist groups which 
sprang up during the last couple of 
decades with the heightening of 
black awareness fn the U.S. 

This particular group originated 
from Chicago and its environs and 
began to infiltrate (the exact word) 
Illegally into Israel 10 years ago un- 
der the noses of a “Keystone Cops” 
Interior Ministry, which is formally 
responsible for determining who 
may or who may not enter and re- 
main in Israel. 

The original group came to Israel 
after It was expelled from Liberia, 
a Black African state which makes 
no bones about taking direct action 
against unwanted aliens who 
happen to be black. 

Its members have since con- 
gregated in one section of the 
Negev development town of 
Dlmona where, because of the con- 
tinued Influx of fellow sectarians 
and of their high birth rate, they 
have been living in abominably 
overcrowded conditions. 

The Interior Ministry has op- 
posed the entry of members of the 
sect into Israel and their rem a i n i n g 
here: but It does not know what to 
do about the continued infiltration 
of sect members short of adopting a 
horrifyingly discriminatory policy 
against all black visitors from the 
U.S: 


BECAUSE THE ministry dithered 
for 10 years over what to do, and in 
effect did nothing, the Glass Com- 
mittee was appointed several years 
ago to study the problem. It has 
now submitted a report urging that 
the Blaok Hebrews be permitted to 
stay, in a special settlement to be 


erected for them, on condition that 
their leaders undertake to dissuade 
additional sect members from toe 
U.S. from joining them. 

The committee openly admits 
that the Black Hebrews do not 
belong in Israel, which is a tiny 
country that must serve as the only 
home of the Jewish people and of 
the Indigenous Arab population 
born here. 

Then it adduces a double 
rationale for permitting the group 
to remain here (despite the illegal 
nature of its entry) and for allowing 
its members to become naturalized 
in due time: the political em- 
barrassment entailed in Israel’s 
having to expel them forcibly in the 
full glare of international media 
publicity, and the fear that the sect, 
which Is under the total domination 
of the charismatic Ben Ami Carter 
and a group of "elders," may resort 
to a J o neato wn-type mass suicide 
once it becomes aware of 
preparations for such an expulsion. 

These are serious considerations. 
Indeed! They are, however, serious 
enough to militate against any 
"solution" that would leave Israel 
subject to such blackmail on both 
counts for the unforeseeable future. 

It may well be, as the committee 
believes, that Israel Is simply not 
prepared at present to deal with 
both threats. But that Is no reason 
to adopt a solution that promises to 
perpetuate a problem with racial 
overtones in a country that Is 
already beset by numerous other 
problems, which mercifully do not 
include racial ones. 


they are organized as a closed — 
alien — sect under the domination 
of a charismatic personality; and 
that they make no secret of their 
determination not to become in- 
tegrated into the country. 

It would be nice to believe that 
the 1.500 or so Black Hebrews (no 
one knows their exact number) will 
eventually become an integral part 
of modern Israel and serve aa a 
welcome pluralistic sea sonin g to 
the country’s ethnic mix. But there 
Is absolutely no evidence to back up 
such wishful thinking. 

One could argue that it la possible 
that a number of individual Black 
Hebrews will integrate into the 
larger society. But the committee’s 
recommendation that the group be 
resettled as a sect in a discrete new 
settlement obviates even such a 
theoretical possibility.

THE TROUBLE with the Black 
Hebrews is not that they are black 
but that they have infiltrated into 
the country by subterfuge; that 


ONE OF THE basic elements of 
sovereignty is the right of every 
people organized in its own state to 
determine who is to be permitted to 
join it Every sovereign state has 
an immigration policy to back up 
that right. Neither the Americans 
nor the Swiss (the best example 
Israel could follow), nor the 
Liberians (who expelled the Black 
Hebrews) permit anyone who simp- 
ly expresses the desire to enter 
their borders and settle among 
them to do so. 

Nor should the Israelis, with their 
densely populated and ethnically 
variegated country, be required to 
abdicate that right under the 
blackmail threat of a spurious 
racial argument. 

The case of the Black Hebrews 
does not even raise simple 
humanitarian issues which Jewish 
Israel should be the first to 


recognise as a legitimate reason tor 
bending her Immigration laws. 

First. Israel has provided Im- 
pressive proof at her humanitarian 
sensitivity on such issues by tak i ng 

the initiative and admitting several 

groups of Vietnamese "boat 
people." Second. Chicago is not the 
South China Sea or the Cambodia- 
Thailand border; the Black 
Hebrews are not hap l ess refugees. ■

OPTOMETRISTS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — As an American op- 
tometrist and recent immigrant. I 
a ml needless to say, appalled at the 
state of contact lens care and op- 
tametrlc vision care here In Israel. 
Articles such as the one you 
published on June 3 can only help 
alleviate this situation if they 
provide all the facts. 

When Miss Glazer mentions that 
the only semblance of protection to 
the consumer. Is provided by the 
Union of Optometrists and Op- 
ticians. she does a grave disservice 
to the one organization that is ac- 
tually trying to protect the public, 
the Israel Optometrlc Association. 
The Israel Optometric Association 
has a credentials committee whose 
function it is to approve for 
membership only those op- 
tometrists with International 
qualifications, not those who pass 
some course that It offers. It offers 
no course and sells no contact 
lenses, although It does sponsor 
continuing education lectures. Un- 
fortunately, due to this selectivity, 
the IOA Is smaller than the Union 
and. as we do not believe in adver- 
tising our professional services, 
less known to the public. 

Comparing toe education an op- 
tometrist receives in the U.S. to Mr. 
:Gur’s course by saying that one Is a 
year shorter than the other is as in- 
formatlve as describing the 
difference between a two-year-old 
and a 20-year-old by saying that one 
Is taller than the other. In the U.S. 
(and other countries), one is ad- 
mitted to optometry school after 
four years of university with a 
Bachelors' degree, and then com- 
pletes a four-year programme In- 
cluding anatomy, physiology, 
pathology, pharmacology, contact 
lenses, psychology, low vision, op- 
tics and more. Almost all of these 
are taught by holders of Ph-D. 
degrees in the various fields, not 
Just by other optometrists. 

While standards vary, no other 
country has the complete lack of 
regulation that exists here. The 
Israel Optometric Association has 
tried to bring Into being a strong op- 
tometry law for many years. It 
favours a law that would limit the 
field to qualified practitioners by 
virtue of internationally recognized 
degrees or retraining in a recogniz- 
ed course at an Israeli university. 
This has been opposed on the one 
side by those optometrists who fear 
that these standards would exclude 
them, and on the other by the 
ophthalmologists' economic fears 
of a strong optometric profession. 

As far . as damage to the public 


from contact lenses is concerned, 
optometry fn Israel has no monopo- 
ly. Many of the cases turning up in 
hospitals were fitted by 
ophthalmologists. The amount of 
contact lens training 
ophthalmologists in Israel receive 
Is minimal to none and In no way 
compares to the optometric contact 
lens curriculum in the U.S., Ger- 
many, England and others. 

One additional word of caution. 
Wearing a hard contact Zens is not 
-like having an eye health "alarm 
clock.” Many long-term wearers 
have desensitized Uds and corneae 
and can suffer considerable 
damage while feeling nothing. All 
contact lens wearers should be ex- 
amined at least once a year.
